for the first time, and this combin- 
ed with the fact that this ex- 
change has greatly increased its

The business man who drives over 
twenty miles is subjeet to arrest by this motor cop, while on spe- 
cial occasions would-be speedsters may go the limit. The time is 
coming when city councils and board of supervisors. allowing such 
speed contests on roads provided by taxation are going to be held 
responsible for every death resulting from such contests which 
might well be called ‘‘speed sprees.’’ 








F all the species of mankind that enter politics the good loser 
is a variety which one seldoms meets, while the sorehead 
variety is always with us.

WHO GETS THE FEES FROM 
NATURALIZATION CASES? 





Who gets the fees from naturali- 
zation cases in the county clerk’s 
office? 

That’s the new puzzle in this 
county, for in San Francisco the ap- 
pellate court yesterday ruled the 
fees in naturalization cases belong 
to the county, and directed the coun- 
ty clerk of Alameda to pay back 
$5854.50, 

Although the county charter here 
was long since presumed to have set- 
tled the fee system once and for all, 
by providing that all fees be turn- 
ed over to the county treasury, it 
developed last night that County 
Clerk L. R. Patty has not delivered 
the naturalization fees, on the con- 
tention the charter does not require 
it. 

“The powers that be ruled that the 
naturalization fees do not come un- 
der the charter requirement,” said 
Mr. Patty. “I have ‘not turned the 
fees into the county treasury. They 
are in my office fund.” 

And the question now is—if .the 
local contention is a correct one that 
the naturalization fees, in that they 
are federal fees, do not belong to 
the county—-does ‘the county charter 
remove the issue from the jurisdic- 
tion of the general federal law on 
which the appellate court has de- 
cided the Alameda case? : 

The county charter provision on 

ithe fee system provides: 
“In all cases in which an officer 
jis to receive a fixed salary, whether 
such salary be fixed by this charter 
or by the board of supervisors, such 
| salary shall be in full compensation 
‘for all service of such officer; and 
in all cases in which such officer is, 
iby general law, entitled to charge 
or receive any fees or commissions, 
it shall be the duty of such officer 
to charge, collect and receive such 
fees and commissions, and to pay 
the same monthly to the county 
treasurer.” ‘
